The Department may set aside for each tidewater public high
school no more than 5 acres of submerged barren tidewater lands
to be used for the sole purpose of experimental oyster farming or
for the cultivation of other  shellfish in conjunction with
regular scholastic conservation studies. These areas shall be set
aside pursuant to the procedures established in § 4-1103 and
marked in the manner provided in [§ 4-1113) § 4-11A-10 of this
subtitle. These high schools may introduce and use modern methods
of planting, harvesting, or marketing fishery products without
regard to the restrictive provisions of this subtitle. If a
subject school does not use a barren bottom for its studies for
three years or if studies are discontinued, the submerged lands
shall revert to the State.

(a) (1) The Department may lease, in the name of the State,
tracts or parcels of land beneath the waters of the State to
residents of the State for protecting, sowing, bedding, or
cultivating oysters or other shellfish, subject to the provisions
of this section. These submerged lands when leased shall be known
as leased oyster bottoms.

(2) (i) -f-Except as provided in this paragraph, a-}-
A corporation or joint stock company may -f-not-}- lease or
acquire by assignment or otherwise any submerged land of the
State for the purposes of this section.
